A Chungking message says that 
the Communists yesterday con- 
siderably moderated. their . charges 
that United States Marines had 
clashed with Yenan forces in North 
China. 

Demanding that the United States 
“immediately cease _ interfering 
in China’s internal affairs,” the 
Communist New China Daily News 
declared that the present civil strife 
in China menaced world, peace. 


‘“ TEN-YEAR WAR” 


According to reports from their 
Yunan Headquarters, the Commun- 
ists are said to be proceeding with 
plans for an all-out civil war against 
the Central Government, in the 
event of current negotiations with 
Chungking failing, They are re- 
ported to be envisaging a ten-year 
war, and to be confident that they 
can win. 

A Manchuria dispatch states that 
General Tuyuming—who will com- 
mand the Chinese Peace Preserva- 
tion Corps in Manchuria—treports: 
“The Russians have agreed ; to 
guarantee a safe landing for Chinese 
troops in Yingkow.” 

The dispatch added that the Rus- 
sians were supposed to have begun 
their withdrawal from points south 
of Mukden on November 2nd, and 
that they would start withdrawing 
from the region south of Harbin on 
November 25th. By midnight of 
December 2nd all Russian troops 
will have been withdrawn from 
Manchuria. 


Gas Workers Not

In view of the withdrawal of strike 
notice and the great hardship to 
the public which might result from 
strike action, the company will re- 
rong the worker at an agreed 
ate.

There was no need to. get 
rid of that Act, for the Government 
‘had authority to accredit its repre- 
sentatives, because the Constitution 
made it quite clear that the 
Executive authority in the State 
resided in the Government. 


RAISING THE HARE 

“ Recently,” he said, “ Mr. Dillon, 
who raised this hare, said that it 
was to delude the Republic that I 
received the credentials recently of 
the repres.::tative of another State, 
and that later on in the day that 
representative called on the President. 
I received the credentials because, as 
head of the Government, 1 was 
receiving them by the only power 
that I had — the authority and 
the right to exercise the Executive 
power. I have been doing that since 
the year 1934, eleven years ago. 

“In these eleven years have 
received sixteen Ministers. from 
abroad; four were from the United 
States, three from France, three

“ After presenting the credentials 
to me the foreign Minister, having 
then been accented as representative 
of the other country, called as a 
courtesy call on the President.

Therefore, the call on 
the President was a courtesy call— 
the first he paid in the State after 
he had been formally accepted as 
the representative of his own 
country.” 

Speaking on the signature on the 
credentials, Mr. de Valera said it 
was true that the credentials of the 
letters of credence were addressed 
to King George VI, and the letters 
which he drew. accrediting the 
country’s Foreign Ministers to 
other States were signed by the 
King. That, apparently, was a 
thing that caused want of under- 
standing of the trouble.

We were not prepared 
to accept allegiance to the British 
Crown, and, for reasons of that 
sort, association which would be 
called Dominion association was not 
suitable to us. 


FUTURE POLICY 

“That did not mean that some 
other form of association might not 
be suitable, and we indicated in the 
reply which we gave to the British 
proposals at that time that there 
was a form of association on which 
we were prepared to negotiate. It 
had to be a formal association 
which recognised our independence 
as a State and nation.

'“ What is involved is the external

“I am not denying it is 
an unusual way of expressing it to 
have his signature, but it occurred 
because of the temporary historical 
associations. If our young people 
want to change it to-morrow they 
do not even have to repeal the 
External Relations Act. They have 
only to get the foreign States to be 
willing to change the signature to 
that of the Taoiseach or the head of 
the Government of the time. 

“The use of the King’s signature 
is simply a mark of our assvciation 
with those States. It does not con- 
note that we are anything but a 
Republic, of which the head and 
President is the former Vice- 
President of the Fianna Fail 
) organisation.” 


EIRE’S TERMS 

Mr. de Valera said .that, for a 
variety of reasons, he thought 
their external policy was a good 
foreign policy: They did not 
ask Britain to accept them in 
membership of the States of the 
British Commonwealth.* When the 
new Constitution came into effect 
the British Government. and the 
other States of the British Common- 
wealth agreed that our new situa- 
tion did not sever it. 

“If the British wished to regard 
us as members of the British Com- 
monwealth they did it on our terms, 
and we had no fault to find with 
that. We are an independent 
republic associated as a matter of 
external and foreign policy with the 
States of the British Commonwealth. 
The day we found that inconvenient 
we could. get rid of it very simpl 
by arranging to have other meth 
in the accrediting of our representa- 
tives abroad. 

“We have to bring the whole of 
Ireland into this State,” he went on, 
“and we are not going to do any- 
thing, which is unnecessary from our 
point of view, which is going to 
make that task more difficult.”

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DUTCH COMMONWEALTH 
PLAN FOR INDONESIA 


A COMMONWEALTH plan, by which Indonesia would 

become “a full partner in the Kingdom,” was 
‘announced by Dr. Van Mook, Lieutenant Governor-General 
of the Netherlands East Indies, yesterday. ~~ 


Dutch proposals include a round-table conference as 
soon as possible; a democratic body, with an Indonesian 
majority, to rule under a Dutch Governor-General; reforms 
to counter race discrimination, and penal code reforms. 


Dr. Van Mook’s statement, quoted 
by Reuter’s Batavia correspondent, 
said it would have been incom- 
patible with the dignity of the Dutch 
Government to have published. the 
proposals while anti-Netherlands 
propaganda and terrorism were in 
progress. Now that the danger for 
liberated internees had been lessened, 
the time had come to elaborate the 
Government’s programme, which 
was based on. Queen Wilhelmina’s 
speech of December, 1942. 

The: Dutch Government was 
determined, said the statement, that 
the present violent disurbances 
would not change their guiding 
principles, and added: “The Govern- 
ment recognises the _ legitimate 
aspirations’ of the Indonesians 
towards national existence and is 
convinced that. these aspirations can 
be realised by a process of evolution 
through friendly co-operation be- 
tween the Indonesians and the 
Dutch.” Suffrage would be the 
subject. of further consultation, but 
would have to provide for adequate 


) 


represertation of all important 
sections. 

“Admission of citizens of non- 
Netherlands. origin to the highest 
posts in all public services should 
be vigorously extended. Posts 
should be found for Indonesians in 
the management of business.” 

Development of Indonesian culture 
and language and other important 
native languages, recognition of 
Indonesian as the official language 
along with Dutch, and educational 
reorganisation to conquer illiteracy 
were also proposed.

There 
was shooting in Batavia during the 
night, but there were only two 
casualties. 
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Presenting his annual report, Mr. 
Molotov said: 
“While all forms of Fascism and 
aggression have not been rooted 
out, we must not relax our watch 
on possible transgressors of ce. 
A primary object, as before, will be 
the care of peace and co-operation 
ce-loving nations. 

“Since the defeat of the Axis a 
number ascist and semi-Fascist 
countries in Europe have turned 
democratic. They must not be 
interfered with; on the contrary, 
they must ‘be helped.” i 
Stating that the world now lives 
in times of scientific and industrial 
development, when even the utilisa- 
tion atomic energy can be made 
possible, he declared: “ We must be 
on a par with the achievements of 
the great world technique. 

“The use of the atomic bomb 
showed its great destructive force, 
but atomic energy has not yet been 
tried out as a method of prevention 
of aggression or as a method o 
safeguarding peace. There cannot, 
therefore, be such secrets in these 
times which could become the pre- 
serve of one country or of a group 
of countries.” 


LIBERATION BASIS 


After saying taat the European 
countries were not strang enough to 
resist Hitlerism. Molotov said that 
only when the Red Army began its 
offensive, and began to smash the 
Hitlerites, was a basis laid for the 
liberation of Europe. “After the 
end of the war in Europe arose the 
question of liquidating Japanese 
imperialism,” he continued. “ The 
Soviet Union could not. remain 
aloof from this struggle, not only 
because of her alliances, but also 
because her security in the East 
demanded that Japan should be 
defeated. 

“To consolidate the victory in 
the Pacific, is in the interest of all 
democratic nations. It is, therefore, 
understandable that the Soviet 
Union attaches such great impor- 
tance to talks about establishing 
control by the Allied nations to see

“There never can be between 
Ireland and Britain that good feeling 
and that co-operation which I, for 
one, have always striven for so long 
as partition exists,” declared Mr. 
de Valera when he addressed the 
Ard Fheis last night. 

They knew, of course, he said, 
that force would not be successful 
in solving the problem. “Even if 
it were, situated as we are beside 
Britain, it would not bring about 
the results I want—good relations 
among our own people here and 
good relations with our neighbour. 

As the world was moving, if 
force was persisted in in the settle- 
ment of international disputes, he 
believed that civilisation would 
come to an end; but if they were 
going to get people to abandon 
the use of force as a means 
of settling international disputes 
there must be found some method 
by which grievances such as theirs 
could be settled, some 
befote which the weak could hale 
the strong with a view to. getting 
justice, 

“We may not be able to secure 
it by the lores of public opinion 
for a considerable period,” said Mr. 
de Valera, “but there is one thing 
we can do—we will not ae a 
country that does that to us. They 
may want our help. We have tried 
during a very trying period to live 
together as friends. It has not been 
easy with that problem outstanding, 
but, thank God, we managed it. 
If the settlement which was made in 
1938 which gave us the sovereignty 
of our own territory had not been 
made, neither we nor Great 
Britain would be in the relatively 
happy position we are in to-day. 


“ OUR NEIGHBOUR” | 


“We want to live on good terms 
with our neighbour. We are pre- 
pared to continue that association 
which was established after the 
passing of the Constitution and the 
settlement of 1938. We are pre- 
pared’ to enter into any wide asso- 
ciation of States if that association 
will only give that guarantee of 
common, security which the old 
League of Nations was designed to 
give, but failed to give.”

OPES of post-war expansion in 
Northern Ireland may be re- 
duced use “of the continued 
threat to political stability offered by 
the IRA. Sir Basil Brooke, 
Northern Prime Minister, said at 
Stormont yesterday. 

“If we had not that continued 
threat before us I would not have 
the slightest fear of getting any in- 
dustry we want,” he said. Sir Basil 
was speaking in the debate on post- 
war employment, arising from a 
Nationalist motion expressing dis- 
approval of the laxity and incom- 
petence of the Government. Some 
of the best type of war work, he de- 
clared, had been denied to the Pro- 
vince because of the fear of secret 
plans reaching enemy representatives 
in Dublin. Sir Basil described the 
motion as an attempt to create con- 
sternation in the minds of the 
workers and leave industrialists in @ 
state of doubt.. The object was to 
wreck Northern Ireland and bring it 
into Eire.

This is something our 
Ukrainian brothers dreamed about 
for centuries. By agreement with 
Rumania, Soviet Moldavia has also 
completely united all _ territories 
peopled by Moldavians. 

“To the west, the frontiers of our 
country have been extended to 
include the Konigsberg area, which 
gives us the use of a good warm 
water port in the Baltic. Soviet 
Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia have 
been restored. 

“Thus runs our western 
frontier, and this is of great im- 
portance in ensuring the security 
of the Soviet Union. 

“In the Far East the Soviet 
Union receives the southern part 
of Sakhalin and the Kurile 
Islands, which are of great im- 
portance in ensuring the Safety 
of the Soviet Union in the east. 
“Only the restoration of Soviet 

rights in regard to the tailways of 
Manchuria, Port Arthur and the 
southern part of Manchuria now 
remain,” Mr. Molotov concluded.

Policy of the N.I. Station 


-By Our RADIO CORRESPONDENT 


THE B.B.C. attitude to ‘the 
Nerthern Ireland Station is a 
little like that of a timid rider 
towards a very spirited horse which 
he rides on a tight rein, and whose 
ration of oats is kept on the short 
side. Out of a weekly total of 121 
hours of listening time, the Northern 
lreland Station provides programmes 
for about 5 hours, and, although 
the quality of the programmes is of 
the very highest standard, one feels 
that much good radio material] is 
going to waste becauss of the 
excessive canniness of station policy. 

Nothing could have been more 
admirable than the policy laid down 
for this and the other regional sta- 
tions by. the Director-General of the 
B.B. In an article in the 
Radio Times last July he spoke of 
the B.B.C.’s aim to -make these 
regional services “alert, living 
things, steadily developing in 
strength and character, drawing on 
their native resources, and taking 
the best from elsewhere.” He goes 
on to say that the existence 
of these services should lead to 
“the fostering of those 
national and local cultures which 
are an enduring part of our 
heritage, and which broadcasting 
can encourage more powerfully 
than any. other medium.” 


NORTHERN CULTURE 


In no other region of the United 
Kingdom are there greater oppor- 
tunities for fulfilling this policy. 
Northern Ireland. has its own dis- 
tinctive music, folk-lore, customs, 
history and literature. It has its 
own distinctive industrial, agricul- 
tural\and political problems. It has 
its own Parliament, in which the 
region’s special interests find expres- 
sion. In short, it is a quarrying 
ground, in which the chief. problem 


should be how to choose the best 


from so much good material. 

In music the station has done 
very well. The Irish music, 
whether played by orchestras or 
individual performers, or sung by 
choirs or soloists, is usually fendered 
with a feeling for the distinctive 
quality of the music. There is a 
“Round Ulster” programme, which 
promises to be very good. Agricul- 
tural, sports and miscellaneous 
talks are’ well done, and Ulster 
short ey writers and poets are 
given a fairly good: show.

Why, if it is the B.B.C.’s 
olicy to make the Northern Ire- 
and service “an alert, livin 
thing,” should there not be suc 
features as “The Week at Stor- 
mont,” discussions on such ques- 
tions as Sunday Entertainments, 
Immigration from Eire, and Reli- 
ious) Teaching in the Schools,.- 

orthern Ireland equivalents of the 
Brains Trust and the Anvil, which 
would give room for the. expression 
of different points of view? 


MORE HISTORY ; 
Radio Eireann, as I have said, 
also is timid about aprons pre- 
sent-day problems, but it does, at 
least, give us a very good helping 
of history. Northern Ireland shrinks 
as timidly from the past as it does 
from the present. ere may be 
some difficulty about deciding what 
emphasis to give the pre-Plantation 
history of Ulster. But, even if it is 
decided to ignore everything that 
happened before 1603 (including St. 
Patrick), there is still plenty of 
material in the Williamite wars, the 
rebellions of 1641 and 1798, the 
Tenant-Right movement, the rise of 
the Orange, Hibernian, Ribbon and 
other societies, to make lively broad- 
casting programmes. If there is a 
further difficulty about the holding 
of a fair balance in these scripts 
they could be referred to the excel- 
lent Department of History of 
Queen’s University for criticism.

Suppose it does; suppose that occa- 
sionally an M.P. at Stormont lays 
down a barrage. against the station; 
suppose that there are letters of 
protest in the papers, and hostile 
resolutions passed by obscure 
societies. What about it? The 
number of Ulster people who would 
sever hearing their problems 
frankly discussed, and enjoy a pre- 
sentation of episodes in the history

“The 
uilding of bridges and the supply of 
water went back to earliest times, but 
the improvement of the port and the 
systematic sewerage of the city s 
only within recent centuries. — 

minor rivers flowing into the 

city had been of great importance 
during the early years—notably the 
Poddie, the Bradogue and the Camac. 
With the exception of the Camac, they 
had -either ceased to exist. or had 
become virtually surface water drains. 

For many years the successive bridges 
which alone afforded a crossing of the 
tidal river had been built on the site 
on which the first hurdle bridge had 
stood—opposite the end of Bridge

In age | for the foundations of 
Whitworth Bridge, it had been dis- 
covered that the foundations of the 
old bridge rested upon the ruins of one 
suill more ancient, sup to have 
been built in King John’s reign. 

The first action of the Ballast Board,

“DISPLACED PERSONS? 
Every day the problem: of | 


becoming more and more diffi- } 
cult to solve. The “situation 
really is desperate. ‘As thi 
‘stand at present, there is a kind 
‘of “general post” all over the 


but actually millions, of human 
beings are wandering about 
from place to place. They have | 
no resources of any kind. THey 
depend for the barest existence 
on such organisation as the 
harassed Allies have been’ able 
to improvise—and, by all 
accounts, their efforts have been 
pitiably inadequate. Vast 
numbers of men, women and 
children already are starving; 
the imagination boggles at the 
outlook for the winter months. 
The fact that occupied Germany 
is divided into four separate zoncs 
has further confused a position 
which, in the best possible circum- 
stances, must have been confused 
enough. The Americans, the 
British, and the French seem to 
be doing their best in the face 
of the most appalling difficulties; 


enough, and the obvious lack of 
real co-operation between the 
Western Allies and the Russians 
is resulting in general chaos.- In 
the first place, there is the 
problem of the prisoners of 
war of all nationalities, as well 
as of the millions of “slave 
| workers ” who found themselves 
'in Germany. when the war came 
to an end. All these unhappy 
persons are trying to make their 
ways home, and, as most of them 
are utterly penniless, their plight is 
sufficiently bad. In the next place, 
the Governments of some of the 
countries that were occupied and 
despoiled by Germany during the 
war—notably Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia—have decided to expel 
their German minorities, with the 
inevitable result that the traffic in 
displaced persons has grown so 
formidably that it has got com- 
pletely out of control. Further- 
more, German prisoners of war 
from Russia are streaming back 
into Western Europe. According 
to one correspondent, some of 
these men actually have walked 
from the Urals to Berlin. They 
look like scarecrows. Many of 
them were captured at Stalingrad, 
and they are in a condition even 
worse than that of -Napoleon’s 
men after thé’ retreat from 
Moscow in 1812. The weather 
in Germany already is cold, ‘but 
it will become far colder during 
the next few months. Officials in 
charge of the rough-and-ready 
reception camps that have been 
prepared for these prisoners 
declare that they will die “like 
flies ” during the winter. Without |. 
even blankets, they are sleeping 
on the bare ground. Even when 
they are given blankets, they sell 
them to neighbouring civilians, 
who are ready to pay fantastic 
prices for bed-clothes of any 
kind. 

Broadly, occupied Europe is 
divided into two parts. One is 
held by. the Russians, the other 
by the Americans, British and 
French. The area under Russian 
control includes most of the 
food-producing districts, whereas 


‘in order to feed the inhabitants 
1 of 


the other areas—to say 
nothing of the floating population 
of “displaced persons '"—the 
Western Powers are forced to 
import foodstuffs in vast 
quantities, much of them from 
the other side of the Atlantic 
Ocean. In these circumstances 
it would, seem to be essential, 
in the first place, that ' there 
should be a complete under- 
standing between the “several 
occupying authorities, and, in the 
next, that the Russians should 
allow their surplus of food, 
such as it may be, to be sent out 
of their own zone to help their 
Allies out of their difficulties. 
Neither of these conditions is 
being observed. The Russians 
are keeping themselves absolutely 
to themselves, and are retaining 
all the food on which they can 
lay their hands for their own 
purposes. They are going even 
farther; for it seems to be pain- 
fully clear that they ° are 
allowing, if not actually com- 
pelling, large numbers. of 
“displaced persons” to cross the 
border between their zone and the 
zones of the other Allied Powers. 
Last Friday, for example, a 
Soviet broadcast announced that 
no fewer than 1,000,000 Germans 
must evacuate the Russian 
zone before Monday. This 
announcement caused a general 
panic, with the result that hun- 
dreds of thousands of wretched 
refugees got on the move. On 
Monday. Dr. .Schliaffer, — the 
Russian Director of Refugee 
Administration, declared blandly 
that the whole thing was a 
mistake. The broadcast order did 
not really apply to Germans at 
all. In the meantime, however, 
the damage had been done. No 


of Í man can foretell where all this 


dreadful business is likely to end. 
All that is reasonably certain is 
that millions oí human beings 
+ will starve and freeze to death in 
Europe during the coming winter.. 
|The tragic trek. backwards and | 
“forwards ‘across the Continent 
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Europe’s “displaced persons” is. 


Continent. Not only thousands, 


but their best is not nearly good- 


simply cannot feather a film star 
With-a salary of £1,000 a week is 
reduced: to. very severe privation 
by the: contribution. ‘of £500—or, 
for that matter, £800—a week to 
the State. After all; what does a 
normal - person’ want that he 
cannot: buy. with £200 a week? 
What work does the film star do 
that is so beneficial to the human 
‘man in the street may 
sk—as to entitle him to more? 
Naturally enough; however, the 
ladies and gentlemen themselves 
do not see the matter in exactly 
the ‘same light; and, with a 
typically American ‘sense of busi- 
ness, they have done’ something 
‘about it. According to a carre- 
spondent of the Manchester 
Guardian, several. of the more 
prominent film actors “ have 
conceived the idea of forming 
their own production companies, 
which make one film. only and 
then are sold. The profits made 
by the “Fadeout Corporation ” 
‘then are claimed as a capital 
gain, and as such are subject only 
to a 25 per cent. tax, instead of 
the tax of 80 to 90 per cent. 
which would be levied on the 
same amount if received by the 
star as a salary. Thus it is esti- 
mated that Mr. Gary Cooper by 
this system will make about four 
hundred thousand dollars out of 
a new film, from ‘which ' he 
would have drawn. about half 
that amount in the ordinary way 
as a Salary liable to a tax of 
about 80 per cent. No doubt 
this resounding victory over the 
fiscal code has given huge delight 
to Beverly Hills,and the Brown 
Derby; but it will fail to arouse 
any great enthusiasm elsewhere. 
Mr. Cooper is a delightful actor 
and no doubt gives pleasure to 
millions. It must be questioned; 
however, whether his value to 
humanity at the moment is, say, 
twenty times as great as that of 
Mr. Attlee. In a world where so 
many are destitute, no work 
deserves such salaries, and no 
industry such profits, as those 
which accrue to the films through 
the grubby pennies of ill-fed 
children.

——As British resident in 
Eire for nibs two years, who “has 
travelled a good deal on the ‘Con- 
tinent and is very fond-of shooting 
and fishing, may | express amaze- 
ment at all this talk of getting a

Possibly the 
rish: are too “isolationist” to 
admit, or even see, what they do 
not wish to see. Not that ~Eire 
could not attract tourists or take a 
vast sum from rich sportsmen. 
Scotland found out how to do it a 
long time ago, end it is estimated 
that the six months or so of 
in Scotland brought. some 
£40,000,000, directly and indirectly, 
to that country every season. Eire 
has an extra attraction in hunting, 
the only sport left with any drawing 
power. 

Scotland preserves her shootings 
and fishings to. the last hundred 
yards, so a leesee knows what use 
will get for his rere Also, 
shooting. and fishing lodges are 
lentiful and well found: Also, 
otels are clean and comfortable, 
and cooking is. excellent, with 
service to match. ; 

Eire has allowed her shootings 
and fishing to become public pro- 
perty or broken up into fragments, 
with the inevitable result that their 
value is negligible—where, in the 
bad old days, it was very high. 

The fishings alone, salmon and 
trout, if preserved, would be among 
the best in the world, and run 
liquid gold. Now, 1 assure you, 
few trout rivers are worth a visit, 
whatever indignant patriots may 
say 

Rivers are polluted wholesale in 
many ways; also the Irishman 
cannot resist the Jure of a net, or 
gaff, or drug-weed, particularly al 
night. He would rather poach a 
salmon or trout than catch it on a 
rod.and line. There is no one to 
stop him—so he does. 

It is nobody's business to preserve 
shootings or fishings—in the English 
or Scotch sense — so nobody does. 
The moors and woods are sadly 
empty of game—rabbits are scarce 
indeed—partridges, in the south, are 
extinct! 

Unpalatable—but true. 

A little poaching—yes.° But not 
to denude a river or moor of its 
grandest life. 

Until these facts are admitted, 
faced up to and remedied, few 
tourists will come more than once, 
unless for sentimental reasous. 

The other necessity—good housing 
and hotels, with -good cvoking, 
warmth (think of rainy days), com- 
fortable beds and cleanliness — do 
they exist, outside Mrs. Huggard 
and her few equals? 

The climate alone will not bring 
tourists, as does that of the Riviera, 
where the other amenities are in 
perfection. 

The house of “sport,” which 
could be made a palace im Eire, 
needs cleansing and rebuilding from 
its foundations before any real flow 
of worth-while “tourists” can be 
hoped for! 

Hooded crows,'rooks and jack- 
daws may be called the birds of 
Eire to-day! It*is enough to break 
the heart of a lover of wild life.—

RENT RESTRICTIONS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—In view of the Rent Restric- 
tions Act now before Dail, the 
United Irish Leaseholders’ Associa- 
tion would like to have their aims 
and objects made clear, as the 
Association seems to be very much 
misunderstood and often misrepre- 
Sented. Their first demand is the 
stabilisation of ground rents. 
The man who builds or purchases 
a house for investment. purposes has 
the rent for which he can let that 
house controlled by the standard 
rent of 1941, although his property 
may have increased in tapital value 
by 50 to 80 per cent. The Associa- 
tion de not criticise such restric- 
tions, but they make a definite 
claim that the — rents shouid 
also be. controll and that the 
ground laa Piet not be 
allowed to double their rents on 
property, on the building of which 
they had no expenditure—not even 
legal costs. We have many cases 
where landlords have either con- 
fiscated the property or doubled the 
rents when leases expired, and under 
the present law the owner of an 
investment property cannot collect 
the extra rent from the tenant. The 
Association’s demand is that all 
rents be stabilised until the law is 
so amended as to prevent the gross 
injustices which are taking place.—

KILLED IN FALL FROM 


IMPROVISED SEE-SAW 


On Thursday afternoon last, John 
O'Carroll (10), of Iveragh road, White- 
hall; Noel O'Hara (9), of Innismaan 
road, Whitehall, and two other boys, 
were playing in a field at Coolock lane, 
Santry.
